Planning Creates Opportunities" 

Conference

Yesterday morning, a number 
of financial and business ana¬ 
lysts shared their expertise and 
opinion regarding what they 
consider a very important ele¬ 
ment in Aruba’s economic 
progress: facing the hard truth 
that an operating refinery is no 
longer a viable element of 
Aruba’s economic future ’’and 
it is time to move on.” 

’’Moving on” would be 
making and executing plans to 
deploy this enormous piece of 
island real estate, and using the 
existing and possible attributes 
to best economic advantage, 
while keeping in mind the cur¬ 
rent administration’s policy of 
the ’’greening” of Aruba. It was 
pointed out by Moderator 
Ryan Maduro that an refinery 
in operation is a dichotomy in 
that policy. 

Several aspects and well-re- 
search ideas were proposed, 
along with feasible plans that 
would be in accord with pro¬ 
posed measures by the current 
administration to see Aruba as 
a financial hub between Eu¬ 
rope and the Americas. These 
will be detailed in coming arti¬ 
cles. 

The conference was organ¬ 
ized by Aruba’s Chamber of 
Commerce (KvK) and con¬ 
ducted at the Renaissance Con¬ 
vention Center. Guest Speakers 
included KvK Board President 
Jamal Mahawat Khan speaking 


on ”Our Destiny in Our 
Hands,” Daniel Brete, dis¬ 
cussing "The Port Facility Op¬ 
tions in San Nicolas Harbor,” 
Patrick Newton of KPMG pre¬ 
sented ’’Building Business 
Value in a Changing World,” 
Vernon Huerta of Ernst & 
Young discussed "Positioning 
of Aruba as an Economic Gate¬ 
way between Latin America 
and the EU,” and Michael-Leo 
van Romondt of Deloitte, con¬ 
cluded with ”San Nicolas Re¬ 
branded and other Possibilities 
for Aruba’s Future.”

KvK Director Leo Maduro, 
welcomed all and announced 
the entire morning was being 
broadcast live on local TV, to 
reach out to all that could not be 
physically present. Based on 
the KvK’s internal research 
conducted long before the ac¬ 
tual closing of the refinery last 
year, it has been their conclu-

sion that ’’the disappearance of 
the oil industry from Aruba was 
a very real possibility” and find¬ 
ing an alternative use for the 
area was imperative. ’’The op¬ 
tions of finding an alternative 
operator willing to invest what 
was required to meet the chal¬ 
lenges of today’s oil industry, all 
faded. In May of 2012, even 
when negotiations regarding 
the final deposition of the refin¬ 
ery were not concluded, the 
KvK felt we could no longer 
postpone the obligation to look 
forward, to look to the future.” 

”It was not only necessary 
to contemplate the economic 
potential of the refinery pre¬ 
mises, including its harbor, but 
to also take a cold, hard look at 
the area surrounding the refi¬ 
nery,” he continued.

Aruba embraces many strategic 
partners in our Public Health 



The government of Aruba is 
working very closely with 
different strategic partners in 
the field of Public Health. 
Among these partners are the 
Pan American Health Associ¬ 
ation (PAHO) and the World 
Health Organization (WHO), 
which is working with coun¬ 
tries around the world dis¬ 
pensing information, tech¬ 
nical assistance and preven¬ 
tion means. 

With respect to the Hora- 
cio Oduber Hospital, there is 
an agreement, for example, 
with the prestigious Vrije 
Universiteit of Amsterdam 
for the Primary Care Physi¬ 
cians educa- tional program. 
Graduated medical students 
working on their specializa¬ 
tions can choose to do their 
internship in Aruba. This in¬ 
ternship, called “co-schap- 
pen,” is a very special 
internship for medical spe¬ 
cializations lasting three 
years, which also includes a 
scientific internship. 

As to IMSAN, the princi¬ 
pal partner here is Baptist 
Health of South Florida. 
They are working diligently 
on establishing an interna¬ 
tionally recognized Oncology 
center primarily for Aruban 
patients. The intention is to 
be able to offer care at the 
highest level, to include diag¬ 
nostic, chemotherapy and ra¬ 
diotherapy. The surgical 
aspect will continue to be of¬ 
fered at the Hospital, where 
there is excellent pre-care, 
operation rooms and post-op¬ 
erative care. IMSAN, to¬ 
gether with Baptist Health of 
South Florida expects to pro¬ 
vide services to patients in 
our region as well, with the 
goal of developing this into 
medical tourism. 

With the renovation and 
expansion of Horacio Oduber 
Hospital, and the expansion 
of IMSAN, they will add one 
Emergency Room, as well as 
a complete diabetic’s car¬ 


rousel and an Oncology cen¬ 
ter. 

We are reminded of the 
different positive develop¬ 
ments during the past three 
years, such as the process of 
professionalization and ex¬ 
pansion of the Ambulance 
service; first primary care 
physicians who completed 
their specialization here in 
Aruba and are already work¬ 
ing; the professionalization of 
doctor’s assistants; and the 
professionalization of nurses 
working with primary care 
physicians providing guid¬ 
ance and assistance to pa¬ 


tients with non-contagious 
chronic diseases. In addition 
to these, the introduction of 
IBiSa and the “Bus di Salud.” 

The AZV has agreements 
with various hospitals in 
Latin America and Holland, 
where AZV sends Aruban pa¬ 
tients for different treatments 
and therapies. These hospi¬ 
tals and clinics abroad are 
also recog- nized. AZV is al¬ 
ways on the lookout for the 
best partners for her patients 
in keeping with the patient’s 
diagnosis and the care that 
the Aruban specialist recom¬ 
mends.

US Supreme Court cautious on same- 
sex marriage

WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
US Supreme Court trod cau¬ 
tiously yesterday as it consi¬ 
dered gay marriage, with 
justices appearing hesitant to 
deliver a sweeping historic 
verdict on the emotionally 
charged issue. 

On a day long-awaited by 
both sides of the debate, thou¬ 
sands of gay rights advocates 
waving US and rainbow flags 
descended on the Court, out¬ 
numbering a rally of religious 
activists opposed to same-sex 
marriage. 

The Supreme Court will 
take months to issue a ruling 
but several justices indicated 
that they would be in no hurry 
to make a verdict that could 
extend the right to same-sex 
marriage to the entire country. 

Justice Anthony Kennedy, 
whose remarks are closely 
watched as he is often the 
swing vote on the nine-mem¬ 
ber bench, voiced reluctance 
for the Court to step into "un¬ 


charted waters" on a case in¬ 
volving Californian law. 

Kennedy said there was a 
lack of sociological data to 
judge the effect of same-sex 
marriage, saying: "We have 
five years of information to 
weigh against 2,000 years of 
history or more." 

But Kennedy also ex¬ 
pressed sympathy for an esti¬ 
mated 40,000 children living 
in California with same-sex 
couples, saying: "They want 
their parents to have full recog¬ 
nition and full status." 

Justice Samuel Alito, a con¬ 
servative, also spoke of a "lack 
of data" on same-sex marriage 
since it was first legalized in 
The Netherlands in 2001. 

"You want us to step in and 
render a decision based on an 
assessment of the effects of 
this institution which is newer 
than cellphones or the Inter¬ 
net?" he said. 

Liberal justices argued it 
was discriminatory to define 


marriage solely by whether a 
couple can bear children. Jus¬ 
tice Elena Kagan said that by 
the same argument, the go¬ 
vernment could ban marriages 
of couples above age 55. 

Nine US states and the cap¬ 
ital Washington allow same- 
sex marriage. 

Some rights advocates hope 
the Supreme Court will gua¬ 
rantee gay marriage across the 
United States, while opponents 
want to leave the decision to 
state lawmakers. 

The top court is hearing two 
cases. 

The first concerns the con¬ 
stitutionality of California’s 
"Proposition 8," the ballot ini¬ 
tiative through which in 2008 
voters ended right to same-sex 
marriage in the nation’s most 
populous state. 

Today, the court will con¬ 
sider the Defense of Marriage 
Act, a federal law which de¬ 
fines marriage as an act be¬ 
tween a man and woman. 


He pointed out that despite 
what the oil business has 
meant to Aruba, and the re¬ 
opening of the refinery in 1991 
after being closed and the de¬ 
parture of Exxon, the sur¬ 
rounding community has never 
been able to recover to the 
level of prosperity it enjoyed 
prior to its closing in 1985. 

The return of commerce 
and jobs to San Nicolas is 
something the KvK feels 
would be of great benefit to 
Aruba. Mr. Maduro noted that 
the strong showing at yester¬ 
day’s conference was indica¬ 
tive of the general interest and 
concern to see this happen 
among the community. 

"All the faces I see here 
today is an acknowledgement 
that we are all responsible for 
the future of this country," he 
commented. "We are looking 
forward, recognizing that the 
future of this island is not the 
exclusive right or obligation of 
the government. We are loo¬ 
king forward, and I thank you 
for that. The contributions 
made by the invited speakers 
may not cover all aspects of 
the issue... here is where you 
as the audience come in, and 
we invite any of you come for¬ 
ward to contribute to the de¬ 
bate." 

Moderator Ryan Maduro, a 
Dean of Students at Aruba’s 
Educativo Professional Inter- 
medio, EPI, the island's higher 
level technical and business 
school, remarked that since a 
year after Valero stopped all 
refining operations, the ques¬ 
tion that we are all asking is 
"Now What?" 

"There are many factors 
that we as a community need 
take into account as we try to 
understand the scope of the im¬ 
pact of not having a refinery, 


he continued. "For example: 
the developments in the 
Caribbean and Latin American 
region, especially when it 
comes to the oil industry and 
refineries, the global move¬ 
ment towards green energies 
and ecologically-friendly alter¬ 
natives; the advances in tech¬ 
nology and the world political, 
social and economic realities, 
just to mention a few." 

"The ability to take respon¬ 
sibility for our own destiny as 
a country, is critical, as we un¬ 
fold this new reality of not 
having a refinery. What are the 
options? What are the advan¬ 
tages of these disadvantages? 
When should this paradigm 
shift happen? How are we 
going to develop a new reality? 
Who needs to be involved in 
creating this vision, and, sub¬ 
sequently, executing it? Who 
will need to perform the strate¬ 
gic alliances to make this par¬ 
adigm happen?" 

"In the past years there have 
been enough discussions, a 
bundle of studies and recom¬ 
mendations made by experts 
and various opportunities and 
strategies explored. However, 
the bottom line is, that we, as a 
community, need to be in¬ 
formed of the realities, the im¬ 
plications, the consequences, 
the opportunities and the 
threats. We need to be allowed 
to have a continuous, open di¬ 
alog, evaluate the various op¬ 
tions... and most important of 
all, it is time to take our destiny 
in our hands." 

The five panelists then pre¬ 
sented their theoretical and 
practical ideas for the eco¬ 
nomic future of Aruba and San 
Nicolas, which, for lack of 
space, will be presented in de¬ 
tail in subsequent articles.

US store refuses rifle 
to shot lawmaker's 
husband 


LOS ANGELES (AFP) - A US 
gun store refused to sell a rifle 
to the husband of former US 
congresswoman Gabrielle Gif¬ 
fords, who has become a cham¬ 
pion of the anti-gun lobby since 
her 2011 shooting. 

Diamondback Police Supply 
said it had given former astro¬ 
naut Mark Kelly a refund for 
the Sig Sauer M400 5.56mm 
assault rifle he ordered, because 
it suspected he had ulterior mo¬ 
tives for seeking to buy a 
weapon. 

The Arizona gun supplier’s 
owner Douglas MacKinlay said 
he would give the rifle to a local 
police group and donate $ 1,295 
to an organization which 
teaches children about guns. 

’’While I support and respect 
Mark Kelly’s 2nd Amendment 
rights to purchase, possess ... 
his recent statements to the 
media made it clear that his in¬ 
tent in purchasing from us was 
for reasons other than for his 
personal use," he said. 

Kelly told CNN earlier this 
month he wanted to have "first¬ 
hand knowledge about how 
easy it is or difficult it is to buy" 
an assault weapon. 


"It is actually pretty easy. 
You know, for a weapon that's 
so deadly and really designed 
for the military, especially with 
the high-capacity magazines, it 
is a pretty easy thing to do, even 
with a background check," he 
said. 

"In light of this fact, I deter¬ 
mined that it was in my com¬ 
pany's best interest to terminate 
this transaction," even before 
Kelly took the necessary steps 
for a background check, 
MacKinley said on his com¬ 
pany's Facebook page. 

The store said the rifle will 
be donated to the Arizona Tac¬ 
tical Officers Association, 
which represents SWAT police 
officers, to be raffled off to raise 
funds to buy equipment for the 
group's members. 

The Tucson gun store will 
also donate the price of an M400 
rifle to the Eddie Eagle GunSafe 
Program which teaches young 
children about guns. 

Giffords was shot in the 
head at point blank range and 
grievously wounded in January 
2011 while meeting con¬ 
stituents in Tucson, in an attack 
by a deranged gunman which 
killed six people.

ETA warns Spain of 'negative 
consequences' 


MADRID (AFP)-Thearmed 
Basque separatist group ETA 
warned Tuesday that the Span¬ 
ish government’s refusal to ne¬ 
gotiate with its leaders will 
have "negative consequences" 
and "make it harder to find a 
solution to the conflict". 

ETA, blamed for more than 
800 deaths in a four-decade 
campaign of bombings and 
shootings for the independ¬ 
ence of the Basque homeland 
which straddles northern 
Spain and southwestern 
France, announced a "defini¬ 
tive end" to its armed activity 
in October 2011. 

But the group has not for¬ 
mally disarmed or disbanded 
as demanded by Madrid and 
Paris and the Spanish govern¬ 


ment has repeatedly declined 
to take part in talks with the 
outfit. 

In a statement published in 
the website of Basque newspa¬ 
per Gara, ETA called the 
Spanish government’s refusal 
to take part in talks with its 
leaders in Norway "a step 
backwards" in the statement 
dated March 17 carried Tues¬ 
day by the online edition of its 
mouthpiece Gara. 

Several ETA leaders have 
recently been expelled from 
Norway where they had met 
with international mediators 
and representatives of left- 
wing Basque independence 
movement, according to Span¬ 
ish media reports. 

Spanish Prime Minister 


Mariano Rajoy reiterated on 
March 13 his government's re¬ 
fusal to negotiate with the 
group, which is listed as a ter¬ 
rorist organisation by the 
United States and the Euro¬ 
pean Union. 

ETA repeated that it was 
willing to talk of disarmament 
as part of an "agenda of dia¬ 
logue" if certain conditions are 
met first, such as the regroup¬ 
ment of hundreds of ETA pris¬ 
oners held in jails across Spain 
and France to the Basque re¬ 
gion. 

ETA has been weakened in 
recent years by a loss of sup¬ 
port among Basque people, 
and repeated raids by Spanish 
and French security forces. Its 
last attack on Spanish soil was 
in August 2009. 


Qatar urges $1 bn fund for Palestinians 
in east Jerusalem 


DOHA (AFP) - Qatar's emir 
called on Tuesday for the im¬ 
mediate establishment of a $1 
billion fund to help Palestini¬ 
ans in annexed east Jerusalem, 
and offered to contribute $250 
million towards it. 

Sheikh Hamad bin Khalifa 
Al-Thani, made the proposal 
at the opening of an Arab 
League summit, saying other 
Arab countries must provide 
the remainder, and that the 
fund would be run by the Is¬ 
lamic Bank in Jeddah, Saudi 
Arabia. 

He gave no details for its 
implementation. 

The Gulf Arab state last 
year promised $400 million to 
help rebuild the Hamas-con¬ 
trolled Gaza Strip, heavily 
damaged by successive Israeli 
military operations, the latest 
in November 2012. 

The emir also proposed 
holding an Arab mini-summit 
in Egypt aimed at reconcilia¬ 
tion between the Islamist 
Hamas movement and its rival 
Fatah, which controls the West 


Bank and is headed by presi¬ 
dent Mahmud Abbas. 

In a speech to the summit, 
Abbas welcomed the aid pro¬ 
posal and the offer to host 
talks with Hamas. 

Hamas also welcomed the 
Qatari initiative, praising "the 
Egyptian, Arab and Islamic ef¬ 
forts to support and speed up 
Palestinian national reconcili¬ 
ation and unification," 
spokesman Sami Abu Zuhri 
said in a statement. 

Reconciliation efforts be¬ 
tween Fatah and Hamas, 
which has controlled Gaza 
since 2007 after ousting Fatah 
forces, stalled after an agree¬ 
ment in Doha in February 
2012 between Abbas and 
Hamas chief Khaled Meshaal. 

Qatar's simultaneous offer 
of funds for east Jerusalem 
came as Abbas's Palestinian 
Authority was debating a draft 
budget amounting to $3.9 bil¬ 
lion, of which it said $1.4 bil¬ 
lion would have to come from 
foreign financing. 

Prime minister Salam 


Fayyad lamented foreign gov¬ 
ernments' failure to honour 
their aid pledges as he pre¬ 
sented the 2013 draft budget to 
politicians and economists in 
Ramallah, the seat of the 
Palestinian Authority, on 
Monday. 

On Friday, following a 
three-day visit by US Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama to 
Jerusalem and Ramallah, a top 
official in Washington said the 
US had unblocked almost 
$500 million in aid to the 
Palestinian Authority that had 
been frozen by Congress for 
months. 

And Israel is to immedi¬ 
ately unblock revenues it col¬ 
lects on behalf of the 
Palestinian Authority, frozen 
last year in retaliation for the 
Palestinians winning upgraded 
UN status, the Israeli premier's 
office said on Monday. 

Total 2013 expenditure, in¬ 
cluding on development, 
would amount to almost $3.9 
billion, the Palestinian Author¬ 
ity draft budget said.

Septagenarian dies 
of 'SARS-like' virus 
in Munich: WHO 



GENEVA (AFP) - A 73-year 
old Saudi man has died in 
Munich from a lethal new 
SARS-like virus, the World 
Health Organisation said 
Tuesday, making him the 
11th victim of the illness 
since its detection last year. 

The patient had been trav¬ 
elling in Pakistan and Saudi 
Arabia before falling ill, and 
was transferred to Munich 
from Abu Dhabi on March 
19, the WHO said. 

Known as novel coron- 
avirus or hCoV-EMC, the 
virus was first detected in 
mid-2012 and is a cousin of 
Severe Acute Respiratory 
Syndrome (SARS), which 
triggered a scare 10 years ago 


when it erupted in South¬ 
east Asia, leaping to hu¬ 
mans from an animal 
host. 

Coronaviruses cause 
most common colds and 
pneumonia, but are also to 
blame for unusual condi¬ 
tions such as SARS which 
killed more than 800 peo¬ 
ple when it swept out of 
China in 2003. 

The new virus however 
is different from SARS, 
especially in that it causes 
rapid kidney failure. 

However the new strain is 
shrouded in mystery, and the 
WHO does not yet know how 
it is transmitted or how wide¬ 
spread it is. 

To date, 17 people have 
been infected and 11 have 
died from cases detected in 
Saudi Arabia, Jordan, Ger¬ 
many and Britain. In the lat¬ 
ter country, it affected a 
family, one of the members 
of which had visited the Mid¬ 
dle East and Pakistan. 

On Tuesday the WHO reit¬ 
erated calls for vigilance in 
cases of severe acute respira¬ 
tory infections.

North Dakota outlaws most 


CHICAGO (AFP) - The 
largely rural but newly oil-rich 
US state of North Dakota yes¬ 
terday outlawed most abor¬ 
tions in a move to challenge 
federal laws protecting a 
woman's right to terminate a 
pregnancy. 

The move came shortly 
after state legislators passed a 
law that asks voters to amend 
the state constitution to define 
life as beginning at conception. 

If ratified in a November 
2014 election, the amendment 
would grant full legal protec¬ 
tion to embryos and fetuses 
and could outlaw some forms 
of birth control, stem cell re¬ 
search and possibly in vitro 
fertilization. 

In the meantime, a bill 
signed into law yesterday will 


ban any abortion after a fetal 
heart beat can be detected, typ¬ 
ically around six weeks after 
conception when many 
women still don't realize they 
are pregnant. 

There are no exceptions for 
rape, incest, the health of the 
mother or if she would lose the 
pregnancy anyhow as a result 
of a fetal abnormality. 

Other bills ban abortion as a 
result of genetic defects or for 
the purpose of gender selection 
and would require doctors at 
the state's only abortion clinic 
to have admitting privileges at 
a nearby hospital. 

The laws will undoubtedly 
prompt legal challenges — but 
their supporters will welcome 
any chance this gives them to 
overturn the landmark 


Supreme Court "Roe versus 
Wade" decision which legal¬ 
ized abortion in 1973. 

Republican Governor Jack 
Dalrymple ordered the legisla¬ 
ture to allocate funds to fight 
any legal challenges and ex¬ 
pressed hope he may prevail 
with the fetal heartbeat bill. 

The Supreme Court refused 
to review the Roe decision le¬ 
galizing abortion at the end of 
October, turning away a peti¬ 
tion on an amendment to Ok¬ 
lahoma's state constitution that 
would have granted "person- 
hood" to embryos. 

Other cases dealing with 
abortion are expected to come 
before the court in the coming 
months as more states pass 
laws that place greater restric¬ 
tions on the procedure.

Temporary tattoos

phenylenediamine (PPD), a chemical derived from coal 
tar that can cause skin allergies.

Tablets fueling surge 
in smart devices: 
study 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Tablet computers fueled 
growth in 2012 in the market 
for "smart connected devices,” 
which crossed the threshold of 
one billion units for the first 
time, a study showed Tuesday. 

A report by the research 
firm IDC said worldwide ship¬ 
ments of these devices — per¬ 
sonal computers, tablets and 
smartphones — grew 29.1 per¬ 
cent in 2012 to 1.2 billion 
units with a value of $576.9 
billion. 

The expansion was largely 
driven by 78.4 percent growth 
in tablet shipments, which hit 
128 million in 2012. 

IDC said sales of desktop 
and portable personal comput¬ 
ers fell 4.1 percent and 3.4 per¬ 
cent, respectively, for the year, 
while smartphones were up 46 
percent. 

Looking ahead, IDC fore¬ 
cast tablet shipments will sur¬ 
pass desktop PCs in 2013 and 
portable PCs in 2014. It pre¬ 
dicted tablet sales would grow 
another 48.7 percent this year 
to 190 million units. 

The smartphone market is 
expected to grow 27.2 percent 
to 918.5 million units, IDC 
said, and sales of traditional 
PCs will struggle again, espe¬ 
cially in emerging economies. 

IDC said Apple closed the 
gap with market leader Sam¬ 
sung in the fourth quarter, as 
the combination of Apple's 
iPhone 5 and iPad Mini 


brought Apple up to 20.3 per¬ 
cent market share versus 21.2 
percent for Samsung for these 
devices. 

But because Apple devices 
are pricier, the US firm had 
30.7 percent of revenues to 
20.4 percent for Samsung. 

IDC predicts the worldwide 
smart connected device space 
will continue to surge with 
shipments hitting 2.2 billion 
units and revenues of $814.3 
billion in 2017.

Cyprus making 'superhuman 1 
efforts to reopen banks 



NICOSIA (AFP) - Cyprus 
warned that "superhuman” ef¬ 
forts were needed to reopen its 
banks by Thursday as protests 
and uncertainty about the is¬ 
land's top lender showed that 
its huge bailout had not ended 
its troubles. 

The comment by central 
bank governor Panicos Deme- 
triades on Tuesday came as 
hundreds of angry bank work¬ 
ers demonstrated outside his 
office and thousands of stu¬ 
dents rallied against the terms 
of the EU-IMF rescue pack¬ 
age. 

Banks were shut for an 11th 
day, leaving homes and busi¬ 
nesses on the Mediterranean 
island short of cash — and 
there were growing doubts 
about whether the banks would 
be ready in time for the prom¬ 
ised deadline of Thursday. 

Demetriades said the delay 
in reopening them was to fully 
install capital controls that 
would prevent depositors from 
draining their accounts, and

the need to strengthen Bank of 
Cyprus, the number one 
lender. 

President Nicos Anastasi- 
ades secured the 10-billion- 
euro ($13-billion) bailout in 
Brussels early Monday, just 
hours before Cyprus faced 
bankruptcy and a possible exit 
from the euro. 

Most European stocks and 
the euro rallied on Tuesday 
after a sharp fall the previous 
day when remarks by Eu¬ 
rogroup chief Jeroen Dijssel- 
bloem led markets to speculate 
that the bailout was a model 
for other struggling members. 

But the deal has not ended 
the woes of Cypriots who fear 
for their jobs and a future dark¬ 
ened by austerity. 

The sense of uncertainty 
deepened Tuesday when Bank 
of Cyprus chairman Andreas 
Artemis suddenly tendered his 
resignation due to concerns 
about the impact of the bailout, 
although the board of directors 
later rejected it. 

Hundreds of staff at the 
bank also flooded into its 
headquarters in Nicosia after it 
was announced that an admin¬ 
istrator had been appointed to 
oversee its restructuring under 
the bailout, leading to them to 
fear for their jobs. 

Chief executive Yiannis 
Kypri addressed them in a bid 
to reassure them about their 
jobs — but they then marched 
on to the central bank building 
to call for the resignation of 
governor Demetriades. 

Earlier around 2,000 stu¬ 
dents marched on the presiden¬ 


tial palace in response to an 
appeal on Facebook, to ex¬ 
press their worries about a 
bailout they fear will drain 
away savings intended for 
their studies. 

"The Europeans, the Eu¬ 
rogroup, the Germans... they 
want to take all our money 
from us," schoolgirl Evan 
Ieridou, 17 said at the stu¬ 
dent protest. 

Finance Minister Michalis 
Sarris meanwhile warned 
that the "haircut" that will be 
imposed on large deposits at 
the Bank of Cyprus could be 
greater than expected at 40 
percent. 

The financial controls 
should be lifted in "a matter of 
weeks", Sarris said. 

The agreement struck early 
Monday will also see second 
largest lender Laiki wound up, 
with the parts of it that are sal¬ 
vaged being merged into Bank 
of Cyprus, dealing a major 
blow to jobs and the availabil¬ 
ity of credit to consumers and 
small businesses. 

Fitch ratings agency down¬ 
graded the two banks to de¬ 
fault category and placed the 
island's third biggest lender, 
Hellenic Bank, on negative 
watch. 

The Cyprus bailout has 
stirred up fears among other 
struggling economies follow¬ 
ing Dijsselbloem's comments 
and stocks in Greece and 
Spain, two other indebted eu¬ 
rozone economies, both fell 
sharply on Tuesday. 

Greek Finance Minister 
Yannis Stournaras insisted on 
Tuesday that the Cyprus deal 
only applied to the island 
country. 

Many on the island feel that 
they have been made a scape¬ 
goat with the unprecedented 
demand by eurozone creditors 
for bank depositors to pay so 
much of the cost of the bailout. 

Wealthy eurozone govern¬ 
ments like Germany had re¬ 
fused to bail out Cyprus unless 
it agreed to put an end to what 
they regarded as a "casino" fi¬ 
nancial sector dependent on 
hot money from countries like 
Russia. 


Taxpayers should 
no longer bail out 
banks: Finnish PM 



HELSINKI (AFP) - Finland 
called Tuesday for eurozone 
taxpayers to be spared from 
bailing out troubled banks in 
the future, insisting that share¬ 
holders and investors ought to 
foot the bill instead. 

"Everywhere in Europe we 
should be moving towards a 
normal market economy, 
where owners and investors 
suffer losses in the event of a 
bank failure," Finnish Prime 
Minister Jyrki Katainen said 
during a speech about Europe 
in Helsinki. 

He said he hoped a Euro¬ 
pean banking union in the 
process of being created would 
have that as a founding princi¬ 
ple, otherwise "we will remain 
in the current situation where 
the taxpayer pays for bank 
crises," he told reporters after 
his speech. 

Plans for the banking union 
include provisions for a 'bail¬ 
in' mechanism under which 
shareholders, then creditors 
and if needed large depositors 
would pay for winding up 
failed banks. 

Details on the operation of 
the first stage of the banking 
union, a single supervisor, are 
due to be resolved this year but 
agreements about winding 
down banks and shoring up de¬ 
posit insurance may take years. 


Following his speech, mem¬ 
bers of the prime minister's en¬ 
tourage seemed however to 
want to tone down his re¬ 
marks, telling AFP that Fin¬ 
land considered the Cyprus 
rescue package a "unique" 
case and not a model to be fol¬ 
lowed from now on. 

They also recalled the 
Finnish government's position 
that small savers — those with 
deposits of less than 100,000 
euros — must have their sav¬ 
ings protected. 

Under the Cyprus bailout 
agreed in Brussels on Monday, 
deposits up to 100,000 euros 
($ 130,000) are insured and not 
subject to any tax, while Pop¬ 
ular Bank — Laiki in Greek — 
will be wound down and de¬ 
positors with more than 
100,000 euros will face big 
losses. 

In Finland, the only euro¬ 
zone country to still enjoy a 
top "triple A" rating from all 
three main international credit 
ratings agencies, taxpayers 
have grown increasingly hos¬ 
tile to the idea of taking part in 
rescues in other countries. 

A recent opinion poll com¬ 
missioned by Finnish public 
broadcaster YLE showed that 
half of Finns no longer want to 
finance rescue packages 
abroad even if it means the dis¬ 
solution of the eurozone.

ROME (AFP) - Rome has 
printed one million bus and 
metro tickets bearing Pope 
Francis' silhouette, the city's 
transport operator said Tues¬ 
day. 

Atac said the limited edition 
tickets will go on sale on 
Wednesday and depicts the Ar¬ 
gentinian pontiff as he greeted 
the crowd from the balcony of 


St Peter's Basilica just after his 
appointment on March 13. 

The tickets are valid for a 
limited period on all of 
Rome's bus and metro serv¬ 
ices. 

"Atac pays homage to the 
new pope who appreciates 
public transport," it said, refer¬ 
ring to the Argentinian pon¬ 
tiffs habit of using the bus- 


and metro system when he 
was the archbishop of Buenos 
Aires. 

Rome's mayor Gianni Ale- 
manno welcomed the news. 

"It's a beautiful initiative," 
he said. "It’s a way of greeting 
the new pontiff and wish him 
welcome." 

Just two weeks into his pon¬ 
tificate, the pope has gained a 


strong following for his simple 
and friendly manner, drawing 
large crowds to the Sunday 
Angelus prayer in St Peter's 
Square. 

Upon the beatification of 
John Paul II two years ago, 
Atac launched a similar initia¬ 
tive, issuing limited edition 
tickets that were adorned with 
the late pope's portrait. 


Contestant 
dies during 
filming of 
French 
'Survivor' 

PHNOM PENH (AFP) - 
Filming of the French version 
of the hit reality TV show 
"Survivor" has been cancelled 
after a contestant died of a 
heart attack on a tropical Cam¬ 
bodian island on the first day. 

French broadcaster TFT 
said it had axed the 2013 sea¬ 
son of the show, called "Koh 
Lanta", after 25-year-old Ger¬ 
ald Babin fell ill on Friday 
during filming on Koh Rong 
off Cambodia's southwestern 
coast. 

Cambodian Tourism Minis¬ 
ter Thong Khon said the TV 
crew had planned to spend 
five months in the kingdom. 

"The contestants have al¬ 
ready gone home," he told 
AFP on Tuesday. "The family 
members have arrived in Cam¬ 
bodia to collect the body." 

According to Adventure 
Line Productions, which was 
filming the show for TF1, 
Babin complained of cramps 
during one of the challenges 
set for contestants and re¬ 
ceived emergency medical 
care from the show's doctor. 

It did not say exactly what 
he was doing at the time. 

Babin was airlifted to hos¬ 
pital in nearby Sihanoukville 
but later died, according to 
Cambodian police, who said 
there were no suspicious cir¬ 
cumstances. 

Koh Lanta — named after an 
island off Thailand's Andaman 
Coast — drew more than seven 
million viewers for its previ¬ 
ous series, which was the 15th 
since its launch in 2001. 

The original show has since 
been adapted for dozens of in¬ 
ternational versions, some of 
which have also been struck 
by tragedy in the past.

NBA: Heat chasing history as 
27-win streak hits Chicago 



PARIS (AFP) - World Cup 
holders Spain retook control 
of qualifying Group I on 
Tuesday with a 1-0 win 
against France in Paris, Pedro 
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Rodriguez scoring the only 
goal of the game in the sec¬ 
ond half at the Stade de 
France. 

With just three matches 
left to play in Group I, Spain 
now lead France by a point, 
with only one team qualify¬ 
ing automatically for the fi¬ 
nals in Brazil. 

While in Valetta, Mario 
Balotelli scored both goals as 
Italy defeated Malta 2-0 here 
to move three points clear at 
the top of their World Cup 
qualifying group B on Tues¬ 
day. 

The AC Milan striker 
opened his account early in 
the first half from the penalty 
spot before doubling his tally 
just before half-time, making 
it 10 goals in his last nine 
matches for both club and 
country. 

With Denmark held to a 1 - 
1 draw in Copenhagen by 
second-placed Bulgaria, Italy 
extended their lead at the top 
of their group and even have 
a game in hand. 

Meanwhile, Malta remain 
rooted to the bottom of the 
group with zero points from 
five matches. 

The hosts started reason¬ 
ably brightly, pressing the 
Azzurri at every opportunity 
and not allowing them time to 
settle on the ball. But it was 
that eagerness to close down 
at every moment which was 
soon to be Malta's undoing. 


CHICAGO (AFP) - Six games 
shy of matching the longest 
win streak in NBA history, the 
Miami Heat will playtoday at 
Chicago with more concern 
about repeating as NBA cham¬ 
pions than boosting their epic 
27-game run. 

Powered by superstar play- 
maker LeBron James, the Heat 
have compiled the second-best 
win streak in major North 
American professional sport, 
trailing only the 3 3-game NBA 
win streak of the 1971-72 Los 
Angeles Lakers. 

But winning the last playoff 
game will always be more im¬ 
portant to James than winning 
the 34th in a row. 

The Heat, who have not lost 
since February 1 at Indiana, 
own the NBA's best record at 
56-14 as they open a three- 
game road trip against the 
Bulls (38-31), with games Fri¬ 
day at New Orleans (25-46) 
and Sunday at San Antonio 
(53-17). 

The Spurs are seen as the 
most difficult obstacle to the 
Heat beating the Lakers' streak, 
but if the streak clears that hur¬ 
dle on Sunday then the Heat 
will have 30 wins in a row. 

Miami would then have a 
home game April 2 against 
New York, a visit to Charlotte 
on April 5, a home game 
against Philadelphia on April 6 
and a home game April 8 
against Milwaukee for the 
record 34th in a row. 


It was Milwaukee which 
snapped the Lakers' win streak 
in 1972 and Lakers legend 
Jerry West, a star guard whose 
silhouette is used in the NBA 


logo, recalled how that defeat 
felt. 

West is cheering for the 
Heat to break the mark he 
helped establish. 

West sees the Spurs as the 
Heat's biggest threat to making 
history. 

"Unless they have a horri¬ 
ble, horrible shooting night, I 
don't see any of those other 
teams beating them," West 
said. "They have great three- 
point shooting and they're 
never out of a game because of 
that. 

"And then they have the best 
player in the game (James) 
who does all the little things.
